Indian Avenue 
Widening Plan 
Before Council 


Ultimate Plan is 


To W iden Drive and 


Indian to 4 Lanes 


G eorge M inturn, city engineer 
is expected to lay plans for the 
w idening of Indian A venue be­ 
fore m em bers of the city council 
at its session next week, and if 
approved, w ork on th e project is 
scheduled to start in about tw o 
or three weeks, according to W il­ 
liam A lw orth, city m anager. 
Im provem ent and w idening of 
the thoroughfare will follow its 
present right-of-w ay from Ramon 
road on the south to A lejo Road 
on the north. Present w idth of 
the 
roadw ay 
which 
averages 
about 30 feet w ill be extended to 
36 feet. 


ALL OF THE WORK w ill be 
done by the city, A lw orth said, in ­ 
stead of being let-out under con­ 
tract to street contractors. This 
procedure will affect a trem end­ 
ous saving in cost for the am ount 
of area to be covered.

A sharp slash in the high school 
budget for the coming fiscal and 
school year, selection of teacher 
personnel, discussion and settle­ 
m ent of problems incidental to 
the building of a sw im m ing pool 
and gymnasium , installation of 
football field bleachers and a steel 
fence

enclose 
the 
school 
grounds, occupied m em bers of the 
Palm Springs high school board 
in their m eeting Tuesday at the 
home of Dr. E. E. O ertel, prin­ 
cipal. 
The board prepared a budget, 
for submission to C ounty School 
Superintendent E. E. Sm ith, July 
1, which calls for an expenditure 
of $181,350 in the coming year.

BACK INTO ARIZONA—Part IV 


Ju st beyond P resco tt are the 
G ranite Dells, one of th e loveli­ 
est spots I have ever seen. Huge 
orange-brow ned 
hued 
boulders, 
piled on top of one another, and 
in the center, a large irregular 
blue lake, w ith scattered pines 
and ju n ip ers around its edges. 
W here the highw ay dissects one 
end of the Dells, som eone noticed 
a large isolated rock 
that re ­ 
sem bled the outline o f a huge 
frog. N ot being content w ith ju st 
noticing it, this character had to 
paint it a ghastly bright green and 
to accentuate the legs, m outh, and 
eye w ith black. I w onder w hat 
persons who deface such scenic 
areas really think of w hen they 
do these “works 
of a r t”? A nd 
those w ho splash in huge black 
or flam ing red letters all over 
the boulder: “Jesus S av es”? C er­ 
tainly if such defilem ent of n a ­ 
ture is done by a serious-m inded 
religious group, then th a t group 
can have no tru e appreciation or 
love of the out-of-doors. 
N ext w e 
climbed 
lazily b u t 
steeply up a beautiful grade over 
M ingus m ountain. T h en over th e 
opposite brink and fu ll upon th a t 
rem arkable little tow n of Jerom e, 
perched precariously as it is right 
on the side of the m ountain. As 
Jim observed, people here need 
no cars but an elevator instead. 
The m ain street, alm ost narrow er 
than 
Indian 
A venue 
in Palm 
Springs zigzags back and forth 
across the nearly v ertical slope. 
You can alm ost stand 
on the 
edge of the outer curbing and 
drop a stone right dow n onto an ­ 
other street directly below you. 
And m ost of the outer edges are 
protected only by a m etal ra il­ 
ing. No bulky stone w all here to 
re-assure you. 


ALMOST GINGERLY we eased 
the car dow n the grade, through 
the picturesque city th a t rem ind­ 
ed us of pictures w e’d seen of 
quaint Sw iss villages on the side 
of the Alps.. E veryw here there 
was a bustle of activity. House­ 
wives busily sw eeping off th eir 
front 
porches 
and 
sidew alks. 
Young people h urrying to school. 
On past the m ain copper m ine 
diggings a t the low er end of the 
m ountain, th en dow n 
into th e 
valley beyond. 
Cottonw ood was th e next city 
we reached and h ere was th e 
gatew ay 
to 
Trezigoot 
N ational 
M onum ent. I had n ev er been to 
this spot before, so w e detoured 
off th e paved road to see it. It 
was a bum py route w e had elect­ 
ed, b u t a short one, o n ly about a 
mile o r so from the m ain high­ 
way. W e got to see a t close range 
along here, the great la k e of m ud 
from th e copper m ining opera­ 
tions at Cottonwood, fro m w here 
the liquid by-products in obtain­ 
ing th e ore w ere piped into this 
long w ide basin, form ing a sm all 
lake of gray alm ost ghostly m ud. 
A few trees had been grow ing in 
the basin before th e lake w as 
created, and they now stood fa r 
off-shore, their dead 
w hitened 
trunks, leafless now, poking up 
out of th e m ud like 
spectres. 
Truly, it w as a scene of u tte r 
desolation. Yet, nearby, was a 
clum p of tall green cottonw oods 
and d istan t grain fields, acre u p ­ 
on acre. In the cen ter of th is 
green acreage, and y e t overlook­ 
ing th e lake of desolation,-w as a 
rocky clay knoll. 


WE PARKED at th e base of 
this little hill and w alk ed up th e 
flight 
of steps into 
th e P a rk

w ere well over a dozen table 
cases filled

artifacts

One idea th at 
I got from the displays shown 
here was the use of a felt-like 
cardboard, cut m ore or less in 
large outline of the object to be 
displayed, 
b u t about tw ice as 
large, so th a t w hen the stone- 
ax or arrow head, for exam ple, 
w ere placed upon it, there would 
be a wide m argin 
all around. 
Most of these felt “settings” w ere 
in gray, all placed on an overall 
background of velvety black. This 
set ap art each object individual­ 
ly, m ade it m ore conspicuous, and 
prevented crowding. The old idea 
of cram m ing as m any specim ens 
into one sm all space is passe. A 
few carefully chosen item s w ith 
com plete labels, all arranged a r­ 
tistically, is by far the best m eth­ 
od of display. 
Leaving the m useum building, 
we sauntered on up the tra il to 
see th e ruins of Tuzigoot a t close 
range. These ruins are not spec­ 
tacular in anyw ay, bu t they do 
show the contem porary cities of 
the cliff-dw ellers. The peoples of 
Tuzigoot lived at the sam e time 
as those of M ontazum a’s castle 
nearby, about 800 years ago, yet 
these tribes had 
no 
sheltering 
cliff banks in which to place their 
dw ellings. So instead, they chose 
a prom inent knoll, from which 
they could see oncoming enem ies 
at great distances and be pre­ 
pared to defend th eir homes. 


KNOWING THAT the tourist 
w ould w alk on the w alls of the 
ruin even if they had signs all 
over the place telling them not 
to, th e P ark Service has p u t a 
layer of cem ent over th e top of 
the re-constructed w alls of Trizi- 
goot. The m ain tra il leads you 
right 
along these w alls to the 
top of the citadel. From here you 
can look dow n on the green fields 
or onto the lake of mud. 
We w alked around the ruin, 
taking pictures, 
and 
gradually 
w orked our w ay back to th e car, 
anxious to be on our w ay now 
th at w e had seen Tuzigoot N ation­ 
al M onum ent. Our n ex t stop was 
to 
be M ontezuma’s castle and 
M ontezum a’s Well, both only a 
few miles away.

" 'WORLD G overnm ent is the 
First Step’ is the declaration of 
Emery Reves, the author of “The

$34.24 in pre-w ar 
1940-41 and 
$3475 for 1945-46, the California 
Taxpayers' Association reported 
this week.

$30.76 in fiscal 1943-44. 
Statew ide property tax levies 
in California for 1946-47 averaged

Regretfully, its founder- 
sponsor, J. Marie Ropp, formally 
closed the doors of the exhibit 
room, whose guest books num­ 
bered hundreds of visitors includ­ 
ing numerous notables of the na­ 
tion’s art and business worlds. 
Hereafter, 
Mrs. 
Ropp, 
civic 
leader of the thriving new desert 
community, will devote all her 
time to her extensive real estate 
interests. Since 1944 the "Little 
Gallery” has been the rendezvous 
of art lovers, a central point of 
interest for the ever-growing clan 
of desert painters, both in oils 
and water colors, besides contrib­ 
uting largely to the cultural ad­ 
vancement of the region. 


STARTING with the works of 
professional painters only, Mrs. 


Ropp soon discovered so many 
talented amateurs and beginners 
right in Garnet Valley that she 
opened the gallery's doors to the 
creative work of all and sundry, 
regardless of reputation, jury ac­

or 
academic 
schooling.
